[FBIS Translated Text] [Mandaba] When a prime min- 
ister makes a trip to meet the cooperation minister of a 
friendly country like France, of course, the issues raised 
always have to do with the state of cooperation between 
the two countries. Also, he briefed me on the develop- 
ments concerning the problem between the African- 
Caribbean-Pacific countries and the EEC. That was the 
biggest problem we raised.

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[Saliou] Naturally, you discussed cooperation between 
France and CAR. What is the outcome of this coopera- 
tion which has been shaky and unstable for some time 
now. It seems relations between Paris and Bargui are not 
on an even keel. 


[Mandaba] That is what you say, but I, as someone in the 
thick of things, do not think there is any cloud between 
France and CAR. Relations between us have been excel- 
lent so far. I haven't seer any cloud at all in our relations. 
If there happens to be any misinformation anywhere, 
that is the business of the people behind such misinfor- 
mation; but so far as we are concerned, cooperation 
between France and CAR is on an even keel. 


[Saliou] Concerning the devaluation of the CFA franc, 
how far have you gone with the backup measures. Has 
France released to you all the funds that had been 
earmarked to help CAR mitigate the impact of this 
devaluation? 


[Mandaba] I think the devaluation problem is somewhat 
a matter of the past, so to speak. The devaluation is an 
event that occurred. Our franc reduced in value, but we 
do not think we can expect anything other than the 
national effort, i.e., increasing productivity and exports, 
to be able to mitigate the impact of the devaluation. Of 
course, in Dakar there was a great deal of talk about 
backup measures, but what is meant by backup mea- 
sures? Does that mean that France must take care of all 
the outstanding domestic and external debts of the 
various countries? That is something difficult to do. It is 
too much. I think all we can request of our friends is, 
first, a rescheduling of some of our debts and the 
cancellation of others; but France cannot be asked to 
absorb everything. It is now up to us to work harder and 
produce more in order to mitigate the impact of the 
devaluation, which some people consider as an evil but 
which we see as a necessary evil. 


[Saliou] Mr. Prime Minister, President Ange-Felix 
Patasse announced some time ago that a plot had been 
hatched by some opposition members in league with 
some foreign diplomats. How far have you come with the 
investigation on this issue? 


[Mandaba] The president read some documents origi- 
nating from people who had been imprisoned for crimes 
they committed but who escaped from jail. They were 
actually serving sentences for committing murder and, 
after escaping from prison, left the country and are now 
seeking to destabilize the country which has already 
suffered enough. This is not the time to seek to destabi- 
lize a country which held very transparent elections 
appreciated by all today. The president therefore drew 
attention to what was being contrived and called the 
international community to bear witness, pointing out 
that it was the international community that helped to 
institute democracy in CAR. He finds this difficult to 
understand and, at any rate, did not accuse the interna- 
tional community of endangering democracy. Since it 
was the same community which helped to institute this 
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democracy, the president merely called it to bear wit- 
ness. He did not accuse such and such a power of being 
in league with these people who broke jail and are now 
beginning to write or send small pieces of paper \o some 
local newspapers which publish what they write just to 
push the country into chaos. This is what they are doing, 
and that is why the president called the international 
community to bear witness. He did not accuse any 
country in particular. 


[Saliou] Do you have any irrefutable evidence today that 
a number of CAR opposition members are the presumed 
brains behind this coup plot? 


[Mandaba] No, I told you that they are jailed soldiers who 
escaped from jail and fled and who write from outside the 
country. However, political parties have a duty to offer 
Opposition but such opposition must be reasonable and 
decent. That is normal. Once we are in a democracy, once 
we are in a multiparty system it is quite normal there should 
be an opposition, but it should not be a systematically 
spiteful opposition just because an opposition does exist. 
The president asked the opposition to be constructive. If the 
people who fled the country claim to belong to one party or 
the other, it is entirely their business. But we in CAR, that is 
the people of CAR, are today united. The people know that 
their happiness does not lie in an opposition which can 
jeopardize the gains we made. They therefore urge consul- 
tation and dialogue among political parties. There must 
surely be an opposition, but in any democratic system the 
opposition must play its role, and this role ought not to be 
one of systematic destabilization. This is why the president 
drew the world’s attention to the matter. However. no 
political party was accused. Surely, certain leaders make 
utterances which could give one certain ideas; but, as you 
know, that happens everywhere. Even in the most advanced 
countries with age-old democratic systems, there are always 
a few unfortunate utterances are doing all we can to ensure 
that it is really safeguarded.

{[FBIS Translated Excerpt] The monitoring committee of 
the Bangui Agreement has given a mixed assessment of 
the implementation of the agreement. The deputy 
chairman of the agreement’s monitoring committee, Mr. 
Jimsaidi Jimsaira, informed our correspondent, Ben 
Ajala, about the various points of the agreement which 
have been implemented, and those which have not. He 
expressed his concern over the delay in the implementa- 
tion of certain clauses of the agreement. 


[Begin Jimsaira recording] The Bangui Agreement 
covers various aspects. There is the general amnesty 
aspect which has already been implemented. There is 
also the recognition of [words indistinct] organizations, 
and then there is the integration of Democratic Armed 
Forces [FAD] members into the Chadian national Army. 
Some aspects of the agreement have been implemented, 
but I would say that in regard to the integration of FAD 
members into the Army, the process has not yet been 
concluded. 


First, some FAD members [words indistinct] are not 
completely catered for. No infrastructure has been pre- 
pared to receive them as far as housing, clothing, and 
food are concerned. There is also the issue of recognition 
of the achievements of former FAD members, which has 
not been fully done, and that of [word indistinct] officers 
to be promoted to senior ranks. Some former FAD 
senior officers have had their ranks restored but, to date,

they do not have any responsibilities. There are aspects 
of the agreement which have been implemented 
somehow, but the implementation is only partial. 


There is also a problem of monitoring. Permanent mon- 
itoring must be carried out by the monitoring committee 
in regard to the implementation of a number of points in 
the agreement. There is the problem of the withdrawal of 
Republican Guard members from the southern zone, 
which has not been done. We have, however, received 
news that contrary to the spirit of the accord, the 
government is reinforcing the position of the Republican 
Guard in the southern zone, which is contrary to the 
principles of the Bangui Agreement. There is also the 
problem of clarifying and throwing light on the situation 
of civil servants. [passage omitted] 


It is stipulated in the agreement that the monitoring 
work will be done in collaboration with human rights 
organizations, notably the UNHCR, the Red Cross, the 
Red Crescent, and others. It must be pointed out in 
passing that since the signing of the agreement, no civil 
servant has been integrated into the civil service. There 
is also the issue of the reintegration of members of the 
Natioiual Awakening Committee for Peace and Democ- 
racy [CSNPD}] into the civil service, taking into account 
the posts ihey would have rightfully occupied if they had 
continued in the service, and the payment in full of their 
wages since 1992. 


There is also the issue of scholarships for students who 
joined the CSNPD, and who still belong to it. [passage 
omitted] 


If we must draw a balance sheet, only the first three 
points have been tackled. Full implementation remains 
to be done. [end recording]

The United Nations says it came for humanitarian 
purposes and to restore hope. What do you have to say 
abut this? 


[Aidid] The United Nations has caused the death of 
13,000 Somalis and wounded 45,000 others, most of 
them women and children. It has also destroyed property 
worth millioris of dollars. Can we call these acts human- 
itarian? Has death become a humanitarian act? 


[Al-Suyufi] Do you believe the presence of the United 
Nations serves any purpose now? 


[Aidid] The Somali people see no purpose in the pres- 
ence of the United Nations. On the contrary, they are a 
heavy burden and unwanted guests. We hope they will 
depart today and not tomorrow, if possible. We are 
eagerly awaiting their departure in March because what 
they have done to the Somali people is still vivid in our 
minds. 


[Al-Suyufi] But the United Nations controls the airport 
and the port. Their departure before a resolution of the 
crisis will spell disaster, as all parties have testified. 


[Aidid] We will form a government before their depar- 
ture. There will be a government. 


[Al-Suyufi] Regarding Egypt’s stance, we know that 
relations with Egypt were very bad. They then greatly 
improved. What is the reason for this and what is your 
stand on the Egyptian forces? 


[Aidid] Regarding the Islamic forces serving as part of 
the UN forces, we are grateful to them because most of 
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them have not participated in military operations 
against us. I particularly single out the Egyptian forces. 
[passage omitted] 


[Al-Suyufi] After the UN’s departure, do you expect the 
Arab League to play a role, such as sending Arab League 
delegations to Somalia? What do you expect from the 
Arab League? 


[Aidid] We expect a lot from the Arab League and other 
Arab and Islamic organizations. We hope they will 
intervene in our affairs in a brotherly way, give us 
advice, and support us, especially the national forces that 
work for the homeland’s interests. 


[Al-Suyufi] Do you need Arab forces to replace the UN 
forces so that the crisis will not be exacerbated? 


[Aidid] We do not see any need for forces, especially 
once the government is formed. We need advice, eco- 
nomic aid, and sympathy over our tragedy. We need to 
rebuild our country. We must really feel that we are a 
member of the Arab League and receive the same atten- 
tion any other problem referred to the Arab League 
receives. It seems that interest in us and our problems is 
still lacking. The Arab League always acts after other 
forces have acted. 


[Al-Suyufi] Do you expect regional states to intervene to 
solve the Somali crisis, especially as there are initiatives 
by some states in this regard? 


{Aidid] All solutions coming from abroad have failed. 
Any solution must come from inside. All foreign confer- 
ences have utterly failed. A solution will only come from 
inside. We must meet inside Somalia and form a gov- 
ernment. There is no other solution. [passage omitted]

Mrs Mandela, who heads Capp, was allegedly paid to use 
her influence and position to secure tenders for a 
building contractor, Professional Builders. 


A large quantity of documents relating to these and other 
allegations were seized at Mrs Mandela’s home, at the 
offices of Professional Builders and at the houses of the 
company’s directors. 


Capt Harrington said in terms of an agreement between 
the police and Mrs Mandela’s lawyer, the papers confis- 
cated at her home would be held in safekeeping by 
Johannesburg’s chief magistrate pending a court chal- 
lenge on their status by Mrs Mandela. 


“Meanwhile, the Attorney-General’s Office has sec- 
onded three advocates to assist the Commercial Crime 
Unit in sifting through the rest of the papers. Auditors 
will also be appointed to study the documents.” 


Capt Harrington did not exclude the possibility of fur- 
ther raids.

[Angolan Armed Forces General Higino Carneiro] No. 
UNITA said it was willing to fulfill the agreement. What 
matters for the government is the implementation of what 
has been agreed to. Iam not saying it will happen today, 
but tomorrow or the day after. The commission decided to 
create a standing group to identify all problems and 
monitor the manner in which they are being resolved. 


[Correspondent] What is the situation in Donde? 


[Carneiro] As you know, the government has issued a 
report on the situation in Donde. The standing group will 
deal with the situation. 


[Correspondent] Are you happy with the situation? 


[Carneiro] No, because there have been many delays. We 
have to deal with all of these problems at once. 


[Announcer] By and large, UNITA is responsible for the 
violations reported at today’s session. Savimbi’s men 
insist they are working for peace. It appears progress was 
made at today’s session. 
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[UNITA Joint Commission representative Isaias 
Samakuva] We are doing our best. Meetings such as these 
are designed to solve problems. We believe the process will 
gain mon: 2ntum. 


{[Announc.r] Beye was upset with the situation, not 
because he is in poor health, but because things are 
moving slowly. 


{Beye, in French fading into Portuguese translation] You 
know about the problems with the disengagement of UNITA 
troops in Uige. The Lusaka, Waku Kungo, and Negage 
accords have not been implemented. The United Nations 
and the UN Angola Verification Mission [Unavem] are also 
aware of problems in accessing UNITA- controlled areas. We 
have not been able to deploy our monitors in specific areas in 
UNITA-controlled territory. Minesweeping operations have 
not started as scheduled. 


The Joint Commission was very interested in UNITA’s 
new positions, particularly since the visit by UNITA’s 
chief representative to the Joint Commission to Bailundo. 
The Joint Commission hopes that the measures agrecd to 
in Bailundo will be implemented at once. 


[Announcer] Beye listed the countries that will send 
troops for Unavem-3. 


[Beye] Brazil, Uruguay, India, Pakistan, Zimbabwe, and 
Romania will each send 1,000 soldiers, for a total of 6,000 
men. The remaining 1,000 men will come from a signals 
company from Portugal, a logistics company from Great 
Britain, a military hospital unit from Romania, and a 
navy unit from Argentina. 


[Announcer] Beye said the world was concerned about 
the recent tensions reported in Angola. The UN secretary 
general has issued the following warning: 


[Beye] As UN secretary general's special representative in 
Angola, I would like to convey some of his remarks: 


First, he regrets to say that [words indistinct] the interna- 
tional community, which is here to assist Angola, should 
be criticized. UN officials are unable to react, but they are 
constantly criticized. This is frustrating to them. Spccifi- 
cally, I want to mention the recent communique issued by 
the UNITA General Staff in which General Garuba was 
mentioned. It is not Gen. Garuba that is at stake, but a 
high ranking official designated by the international 
community. If one of us makes a mistake, we can remedy 
the situation. We cannot tolerate a communique criti- 
cizing a high ranking official.

found no one there. In fact, the only people around the 
area at all were government soldiers. Now they are not 
supposed to be there; they are around the town. The 
Donde mission is just outside of the town called Bela 
Vista and that is an area that according to the peace 
agreement is supposed to be evacuated by both armies; 
neither army is supposed to be there. The town of Bela 
Vista yesterday was occupied by quite a large force of 
government soldiers and the charge of an UNITA occu- 
pation was obviously false. 
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[Hazeley] Of course with you was a government repre- 
sentative. What did he say then in the light of what you 
saw at the Donde mission? 


[Mayer] Well, he admitted that UNITA had not occu- 
pied the mission, the observers were there, and he said 
that he was going back to Huambo to tell his superiors 
that they should immediately withdraw the government 
troops from Bela Vista, who had come into Bela Vista 
because of the so-called occupation of Donde. So, they 
are going to be withdrawn, he said, back to Chinguar on 
the border with Bie Province. 


[Hazeley] So there was absolutely no sign of UNITA 
presence in the area? 


[Mayer] No, not at all, I mean the only military presence 
in the area was the government Army and I might add 
that over the past couple of day: they seem to have spent 
their time robbing and getting drunk, robbing the local 
population. They apparently killed several women and 
some local residents said they had robbed quite a few 
people in town, and when we got there they were very 
drunk a lot of them. 


[Hazeley] You mentioned the local people in the area 
around the Donde mission in the central highlands, what 
is the condition like for them? 


[Mayer] They are very isolated. They have some basic 
food—the maize crop is starting to come in—but things 
like bread are very difficult. They are living quite basic 
lives right now. The transport has not come in from the 
outside, so they are basically living on what they can 
grow. They didn’t look so bad though. I think their main 
worry is they want both armies out of their area, because 
when the armies come in the armies rob them, so they 
basically just want to be free of them. [end recording]

Dissident: Arson Attacks ‘Sign of Civil War’

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{[FBIS Transcribed Text] Self-exiled Commander for 
Defence of the People’s United Democratic Movement, Mr 
Jabulani “Arafat” Matsebula has warned government to 
take seriously the arson attacks on public institutions. 


Mr Matsebula has warned that government must not 
underplay the significance of the spate of arson attacks as 
they are a sign of a civil war. 


In a paper from Australia where he is living, Mr Matse- 
bula said unless there is immediate international polit- 
ical intervention the situation is likely to develop to total 
war which will override peaceful means in the transfor- 
mation of the Swazi society to a democracy. 


He blamed government officials of playing down the 
attacks as mindless and isolated incidents. 


“In each incident there appears to be an element of strate- 
gical and tactical planning. Who ever is involved appears to 
have conducted intelligence research to assess the security 
and capacity of the armed forces to respond and track down 
the bombers,” he said. He said given, what he termed. the 
prolonged suffering and the government unresponsiveness 
to demands for democratisation, many people who have 
been terrorised, alienated and frustrated by the system may 
feel they can no longer play the victim role. 


He conceded that many people may again ask why there is a 
sudden danger of civil war in Swaziland given that the 
violent repression has existed for more than two decades. 


Mr Matsebula gave the following reasons: 


—Swaziland did not go to war five years ago because the 
general belief of the democratised movement was that 
all possible peaceful routes must be explored before 
resorting to counter offensive operations to force the 
regime to heed to the political demands of the people. 


—Given the position of the government forces in the then 
apartheid South Africa, it was politically and military wise 
for the people to oppose the system only non-violently or 
by passive resistance until the situation changed. 


“*All these (including international campaigns) have not 
produced significant results. 


The collapse of the apartheid regime was a big blow to 
the government and has indeed changed the military 
strength of the government forces in Swaziland to react 
effective to a state of insurrection of civil war.“
